The “impossible” two-month 
trip was made “just because he 
wanted to do it,” Radeleff said 
in later years. There was no 
advertising subsidy involved, 
although Henry Ford was 


contacted, but he said he didn’t - 


need ‘that kind of promotion - 
everyone already knew about his 
Ford cars. 

In 1917 Radeleff drove, and 
pushed, the first car. into the 
Mountain Home and Balch Park 
area. Actually the “car” was a 
Model T truck with a body built 
on. Tires were of solid rubber, 
ropes were tied around the back 
wheels to provide traction, and 
route was up the old Frazier 
grade. 

In the party were Radeleff’s 
wife, Juanita, Francis Barker, 
Aubrey Nugent, Lulu Nugent, 
Anna Barker and Ethel Barker. 

After returning from the 
cross-country trip, Radeleff 
bought the Sid Clatterbuck 
blacksmith shop in Springville, 
in 1911; a year later, the shop of 
Jonathon May, pioneer 
blacksmith and wagon maker of 
Springville; then in-1914 rented 
the Ott Hubbs livery barn, now 
the location of Gifford’s Market. 

Much of the blacksmithing in 
connection with construction of 
the San Joqauin Light & Power 
plant at the forks of the Tule 
river, 1911-14, was done in the 
Radeleff shop, with one job of 
special interest. 

To stand the gaff of the 
heavy loads being hauled out of 
Springville by team and wagon, 
the power people wanted double 
iron tires on back wheels of the 
freight wagons, but could not 
find a blacksmith capable of 
doing the precision work 
required, even though they 
looked in the “‘big cities” of the 
valley. 

But working for Radeleff was 
a man named Orville Markles 
who had been with the Borax 
company in Death Valley and 
was an excellent blacksmith.- He 
could fit a second iron tire over 
the regular tire, and he kept the 
freight wagons rolling between 
Springville and The Forks. 

In 1918 Radeleff built what 
for that time was a modem 
garage in Springville, operating it 
until he retired in 1941. 
Meanwhile Mrs. Radeleff worked 
as agency manager for Pacific 
Telephone in Springville, a job 
she held for 28 years before 
retiring in 1956 when a dial 
system was installed. 

After ‘‘retiring,’ Radeleff 
worked for the telephone

crops “‘are in desperate need of

Churchill said that 
grain growers are irrigating 
where facilities are available. 

Cattle feed situation in the 
foothills is also becoming 
critical, according to Churchill, 
who said that supplemental 
feeding is necessary and some 
cattlemen are beginning to 
decrease their herds. 

In other agricultural areas, 
early-planted sugar beets are up 
while others are being planted at 
present; sheep are being pastured 
on alfalfa fields; plowdown of 
cotton continues with very few 
fields left to be brought into 
compliance. 

Pruning of trees and vines 
continues; many vineyards and 
orchards are being irrigated; 
dormant sprays are being.applied 
with a lighter amount of oil to 
lessen the risk of damage to dry 
trees. 

Packing of Navel oranges 
continues in fair volume; some 
frost damage is beginning to 
show in some lots, requiring 
additional grade-out in order to 
maintain maximum quality; 
harvest of lemons and Minneola 
tangelos continues. 

Some spinach is up and doing 
well; a few acres of sugar peas 
have been planted; harvest of 
cauliflower for processing has 
been completed; a few winter 
leaf vegetables are moving to

Stronger Regulations On Brucellosis 


SACRAMENTO — Amended 
state regulations to stop the 
spread of brucellosis, a livestock 
disease caused by bacteria that 
can sometimes affect humans, 
became effective January 25.

—Minimum age of calfhood 

vaccination is two months 
instead of three months for 
both dairy and beef female 
cattle. : 

—Imported dairy cattle must 

have a prior permit, a 
health certificate, and a test 
30 to 60 days following the 
negative 30-day blood test 
which is required prior to 
shipment.

—Imported beef cattle must 
have a negative blood test 
within 30 days of entry 
into the state. 

—After January 1, 1977, 
female dairy cattle over two 
months old moving within 
the state must have a 
vaccination tattoo.
